Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentptives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Jlssemhly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  ««mcy  That  William  Earnest,  William  H.  Dewees, 
John  Styer,  Peter  Colehower,  Edward  Foulke,  Isaiah  Lukens, 
Isaac  Burk,  Willliam  Barton,  Jacob  Fisher,  Frederick  W. 
Hoover,  David  Jones,  Jesse  Barns  and  Lukcns  Paul,  and  such 
other  persons  as  are  or  may  be  associated  with  them,  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  being  citizens  of  Montgomery  county, 
their  successora  or  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by 
isiyle&  title  the  name  of  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  company  of  Mont- 
gomery county,  and  they  and  their  successors  are  hereby  made 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  with  all  the  legal  incident*

Beii  enacted  by  the  Senate  andHotm  of  Rep^ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen^ 
eral  Assembly  met ,  audit  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autfiority 
Canalcomm'a  of  the  same,  That  the  canal  commissioners  be.  and  they  are 
to  examine  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  examine  into  the  claim  of 
John  Royer  and  George  Schmucker,  doing  business  nnder  the 
firm  of  Koyer  and  Schmucker,  for  damages  done  to  Cove

AN    ACT 

To  Incerporate  the  village  of  Clarion,  in  the  county  of  Clarion,  into  a 

Borough,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rej" 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsjflvania  in  Gen* 
eral  Assemblif  met^  and  it  is  Jiereby  enacted  by  th?  authority 
of  the  same,'  That  the  village  of  Clarion,  in  the  county  of  J;J^|5  ^' 
Clarion,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  bo- 
rough, which  shall  be  called  the  borough  of  Clarion,  and  shall 
be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows,  viz :  Beginning  at  a  post 
the  southwest  corner  of  lot  number  three,  thence  along  the  Boundaries 
western  boundar}'  of  said  town,  north  twenty-eight  degrees, 
east  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  and  five  tenths  perches  to 
the  end  of  Liberty  street ;  thence  south  sixty-two  degrees  east 
ten  perches  to  the  corner  of  out-lot  number  thirty-four ;  thence 
north  twenty-eight  degrees,  east  thirty-one  and  three-tenths 
perches  to  the  corner  of  out-lot  number  thirty-five ;  thence 
along  the  northern  boundary  of  said  town  south  sixty-two  de« 
grees,  east  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  perches  to  the  corner 
of  out-lot  number  forly-fi  ve ;  thence  south  twenty-eight  degrees, 
west  nineteen  and  six-tenths  perches  to  the  out  lots  number 
forty-five  and  forty-six ;  thence  south  sixty-two  degrees,  east 
eighty- seven  perches  to  the  comer  of  out-lot  number  fifty  ; 
thence  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  town,  south  tAventy- 
cight  degrees,  west  one  hundred  and  thirty  perches  to  the

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  entitled 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  having  resided 
within  the  bounds  of  said  borough  at  least  ten  days  immedi*  Annual  dec* 
ately  preceding  the  election,  shall  have  power  on  the  seeond  ^^^  jj*'  ^* 
Monday  of  May  next,  to  meet  at  the  court  house  of  the  said  ™^^jj  whcrT 
county  of  Clarion,  and  on  the  same,  day  annually  thereafter  atg^d  how  held 
the  place  aforesaid,  and  shall  then  and  there,  between  the  hours 
of  one  and  seven  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot,  one  respecta- 
ble citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  the  chief  bur- 
gess, and  seven  citizens  to  be  a  town  council,  and  shall  also 
elect  a3  aforesaid  one  citizen  as  high  constable ;  all  of  whom 
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shall  b^  reaidento  of  said  borough,  and  entitled  to  TOte  for  bo- 
rough, officers,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  section.  *But 
previous  to  the  opening  of  said  election,  such  of  the  inhabi- 
tants qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as  are  present  at  the  said 
place  of  election,  shall  choose  by  viva  voce  or  ballot,  one  citi- 
zen to  act  as  judge,  and  two  citizens  to  act  as  inspectors,  and 
each  of  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  said  election, 
the  judge  and  one  inspector  to  be  voted  for  by  each  voter,  and 
the  election  to  be  conducted  throughout  according  to  the  gen- 
eral election  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  officers  «>f  the 
election  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  malprac- 
tices, as  by  the  said  election  laws  are  imposed.

privileges       the  same  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  not  exceed- 
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ing  at  any  one  time  in  value  two  thousand  dollars,  and  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in  Jaw  to  sue

That  if  any  person  duly  elected  chief  burgess,  Ugf„^|  ^  ^^ 
member  of  the  town  council,  or  high  constable  as  aforesaid,  ^^pi^^^g^ 
and  halving  received  due  notice  thereof,  as  directed  by  this  act, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of 
the  said  office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  having 
taken  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  shall  neglect 
to  discharge  the  same  according  to  law,  every  person  so  refus-

vantage of  the  said  borough,  particularly  of  providing  for  the

meraTille  Turnpike  Rood  Company.  ,

SECTION  \,  Ett  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealtk  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au* 
thority  of   the  same^   That    Calvin  Summers,   James  C. 
Biddle,  Almon  H.  Read,  R.  L.  Sutphin,  Sabin  Hatch,  Belus  ^       . , 
H.    Foot,  Moses  C.   Tyler,  Abraham    Du  Bois,  Charles  ^^'^^ " 
Dimon,   William  L.  Post,  David  Post,  Secu  Mylert,  and 
Robert  J.   Nevin,  of  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  iappointed  commissionere,  to  do  and  perform 
the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned — that  is  to  say :  they 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  next,  procure  two 
books,  and  in  each  of  them  enter  as  follows :  **  We  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  the  president ''®5"'\®f**^ 
and  managers  of  the  Montrose  and  Summersville  turnpike  road*^!*"^'' 
company,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  in  such  manner  aiid 
proportions,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
president  and  managers  of  said  company,  in  pursuance  of  the 
act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  entitled 
*  An  act  to  incorporate  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Mon* 
troa#  and  Sumoiersville  turnpike  road  company.'     Witness 
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upon  shadi  give  notice,  in  two  or  iiKHre  public  papers  printed  in 
the  county  of  Susquehanna,  for  twenty  days  at  least,  of  the 
time  and  places  when  and  where  the  said  books  shall  be 
opened,  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  company ; 
at  which  times  and  places,  one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
attend,  and  permit  and  suffer  all  persons  of  Lawful  age,  who 
shall  ofier  to  subscribe  in  said  books  in  their  own  names,  or  in 
the  name  or  names  of  any  other  person  who  shall  duly  autho* 
rize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  stock ;  and  the  said 
books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, at  least  six  houi^  in  every  juridicial  day,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  four  hundred 
shares  therein  subscribed.  And  if  at  the  erpimtion  of  the  said

Lettere  patent lfitte»»  patent,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state,  to  create  and 
erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the 
time,  then  those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number 
aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  President  and  Man- 
Jlgers  of  the  Montrose  and  Summersville  Turnpike  Road  com- 
pany; and  by  the  same  name,  the  said  subscribers  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  inci- 
dent to  a  corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  hold-

That  no  person  shall  m^^  of  votes 
hare  more  than  twelve  votes  at  any  election,  or  in  determining 
any  question,  arising  at  such'  meeting,  whatever  number  of 
shares  he  may  be  Entitled  to,  and  that  each  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  for  every  share  held  by  him  under  that  number. 

Sbction  4.  The  said  company  shall  meet  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  October,  in  every  year,  at  such  places  as  shall  be  fixed  Annual  meet* 
by  their  by-la Ws,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  such  other  offi-  ing 
cers  as  aforesaid  for  the  ensuing  year,  in  manner  aforesaid,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  be  summoned  by  the  mana- 
gers, in  such  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  their 
by-laws ;  at  which  annual  ot  special  meetings,  they  shall  have

Section  6.  The  president  arid  managers  first  to  be  Chosen  Certificatea  of 
as  aforesaid,  shall  procure  certificates,  to  be  written  or  printed,  ****** 
for  all  the  shares  of  the  said  stock  of  the  said  company,  and 
shall  deliver  one  such  certificate,  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  common 
seal  of  the  said  corporation,  to  each  person  for  every  share  by 
him  sttbsoribed  and  held;  whieh  certificate  shall  be  transfera- Tranaferable 
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ble  at  his  pleasure,  in  perscm  or  by  attorney ,  in  the  piesence  of 

the  president  or  treasurer,  subject  however,  to  all  payments 
due  and  to  become  due  thereon.  And  the  assignee  holding; 
any  certificate,  having  fir^t  caused  the  assignment  to  be  entered 
in  a  book  of  the  company  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
a  member  of  said  corporation,  and  for  every  certificate  by  him 
held,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  share  of  the  capital  stock,  and  of 
all  the  estates  and  emoluments  of  the  company,  and  to  vote  as 
aforesaid  at  the  meetings  thereof.

Trawnrer       treasurer  for  moneya  jiecessary  to  pay  the  salaries  pt  wages  of 

persons  by  them  employed ;  and  for  labor  done  and  materials 

provided  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  which  ord/ers  shall  be 

entered  on  their  Sbok  of  minutes,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 

president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  majority  of  the  board,  and 

countersigned  by  their  secretary;  and  generally  to  do  all  such 

other  acts,  matters  and  things,  as  by  this  act  and  the  by-laws, 

rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  company  shall  be  committed 

to  them. 

Width  of  md  ^"^'"ON  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and 
managers,  to  cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  sixty  feet  wide,  and  at 
least  sixteen  feet  thereof  to  be  made  an  artificial  rood,  bedded 
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with  wood,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  hard  substance,  well  com- 
pacted together,  and  of  suilicient  depth  to  secure  a  solid  founda* 
tion  to  the  same ;  and  the  said  road  shall  be  faced  with  gravel 
or  stone,  pounded,  or  other  small  hard  substance,  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  secure  a  firm,  and  as  nearly  as  the  materials  will  admit 
of,  an  even  surface,  rising  towards  the  middle  by  a  gradual  archf 
and  shall  forever  hereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  Commeno*-

Section  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  president  p^wer  to  eii« 
and  managers,  by  and  with  their  superintendents,  workn>en  ter  on  lands 
and  laborers,  with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons, 
wains,  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draft  or  burden,  to 
enter  upon  the  lands  in,  over,  contiguous  and  near  to  which 
the  route  and  track  of  the  said  intended  road  shall  pass;  fi'stj^'-i'-- 1- 
giving  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  owners  thereof,  or  their  ^^^^^^^ 
representatives,  and  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible, 
and  repairing  any  breaches  they  may  make  in  the  enclosures 
thereof,  and  making  amends  for  any  damages  that  maybe  done 
to  any  improvements  thereon,  and  also  for  the  value  of  the 
materials,  by  appraisements  to  be  made  in  the  manner  herein- 
after directed,  or  upon  reasonable  agreement,  if  they  can  agree, 
if  they  cannot  agree,  then  upon  an  appraisement  to  be  made  l)«n*8«< 
upon  oath  or  affirmation,  by  three  disinterested  and  reputable 

freeholders,   to  b3   mutually  chosen,    whose  award   or  the^jj^,^ 

award  of  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final ;  and  if  either  the  said  ^^^^^  ^\^ 
president  and  managers  or  the  said  owners,  shall  upon  due  no- 
tice, neglect  or  refiise  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace,  of  the  county 
where  the  said  damage  may  be  done,  not  interested  on  either 
side,  to  appoint  the  said  freeholders ;  and  upon  tender  of  the 
value  so  appraised  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for. 
the  said  president  and  managers,  or  for  any  person  or  persons

cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phae- 
ton, cart,  wagon,  train,  sleigh,  sled  or  any  other  carriage  of 
burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpike 
Until  ihey  shall  respectively  have  paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say 
— For  every  five  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road,  completed 

Tolls  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and 

so  in  proportion   for  any  lesser  distance  or  for  any  greater  or 
lesser  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle  to  wit:  For  every  score 
of  hogs  six  cents ;   for  every  score  of  sheep  six  cents ;  for 
every  score  of  cattle  twelve  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  his 
rider  or  led  horse  three  cents ;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise 
with  one  horse  and  two  wheels  six  cents ;  and  two  horses  nine 
cents ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  dearborn  with  one 
horse  and  four  wheels  nine  cents ;  for  every  coach,  chariot, 
phaeton  or  chaise  with  two  horses  and  four  wheels  twelve 
cents ;  for  each  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned  with  four  horses 
twenty   cents;    for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure  under 
whatever  name  it  may  go  the  like  sums,  according  to  the  num- 
bei  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  stage 
wagon  with  two  horses   twelve  cents;  and  for  every  such 
wagon  with  four  horses  twenty  cents ;  and  for  every  sleigh 
three  cents,  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for  every 
sled  two  cents,  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every 
cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches  six 
and  a  quarter  cents,  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for 
every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches

And  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  com-  Penalty  for 
pany  or  any  of  thehr  officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  travel-  e^adinf  pay- 
led  a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they  have  actually  travelled  "*•"' 
along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  company  of  its 
toll  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company  the 
sum  of  five  dollars.    And  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand 
and  receive  toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  of  whom  p^mji-  ^

given  to  the  keeper  of  the  ffate  nearest  thereto,  and  the  said 
judge  shall  at  such  time  anoplace,  on  the  oaths  or  affirmations 
of  the  said  persons,  inquire  whether  the  said  road  or  any  part 
thereof,  is  in  such  good  and  perfect  order  and  repair  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  cause  an  inquisition  to  be  made  under  the  hands 
of  himself  and  a  majority  of  the  said  persons,  and  if  the  said 
road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to  be  out  of  order 
and  repair,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
the  said  Judge  shall  certify  and  send  one  copy  of  the  said  in- 
quisition to  each  of  the  keepers  of  the  turnpikes  or  gates, 
between  which  such  defective  place  shall  be,  and  from  thence- 
forth tlie  tollsiiereby  granted  to  be  collected  at  such  turnpikes 
or  ffates  shall  cese  to  be  demanded,  paid  or  collected,  until  the 
.  said  defective,  part  or  parts  of  the  said  road  shall  be  put  in  good

any  other  fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intqnt  that  the 
pa3'mcnt  of  any  such  toll  or  duty  may  he  evaded  or  lessened, 
all  and  every  person  or  persons,  in  all,  or  every,  f^r  9fky  of  the 
ways  or  manners  offeniung,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  re-

AN   ACT 

Relative  to  the  Daupliin  County  Priaon. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep" 
resentfitioes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  the  new  prison  erected  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  shall,  when  completed,  be 
known  and  called  by  the  name  of  *'  the  Dauphin  county  prison,"  ^*°** 
and  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  inspectors,  consisting  of 
six  discreet  and  reputable  citizens,  resident  taxables  in  the* 
county  of  Dauphin,  who  shall  serve  without  any  pecuniary    **^ ' 
compensation,  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  on  the  t^ird  ^      jj^^j^^j^^ 
Monday  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  foxty-one,  ana  dassiftca- 
by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  one  to  serve  tion 
one  year,  one  to  serve  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  three  years, 
and  in  like  manner  on  the  day  aforesaid,  three  by  the  county 
commissioners,  for  the  same  terms  of  time;  and  annually  there- 
after, on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  first  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions of  said  coimty,  in  each  year,  the  jndges  and  commission- 
ers aforesaid,  shall  each  appoint  one  inspector,  who  shall  serve 
in  the  manner  aforesaid  three  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed.     In  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  Vacancy 
or  otherwise,  the  same  shall  be  supplied  as  soon  as  conven-

'^         at  least  one  of  tlieir  nmnber,  visit  the  prison  and  apartment  for 
,.    debtors,  at  least  once  a  week,  and  oftener,  if  necessar}',  to  see 
that  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and  attendants  are  cor* 
rectly  and  strictly  performed,  and  to  prevent  all  oppression, 
peculation,  or  other  abuse,  or  mismanagement  of  said  prison. 
They  shall  on  their  visits  to  the  cells,  and  to  the  debtor  apart' 
ment,  speak  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not 
be  attended  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  thereto 
especially  required  by  them.     They  shall,  if  required,  be  fur- 
Calender        nished  by  the  keeper  with  a  calender  of  the  persons  confined 
in  said  prison  and  debtor's  apartment;  and  shall,  by  actual  in* 
spection,  see  whether  all  the  persons  named  in  said  calender, 
are  confined  in  the  respective  cells  and  apartment  assigned  to 
them,  and  the  convicts  employed  as  directed.     They  shall 
have  power  to  examine  any  person  upon  oath  or  aflirmation, 
relative  to  any  abuse  or  oppression  in  said  prison  and  debtor's 
apartment,  or  other  matter  within  the  purview  of  theic  duties.

They  shall,  at  any  time  after  the  annual  period  of  appointing, 
have  power,  with  the  approbation  of  two  of  the  judges  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions,  the  president  being  one,  to  dismiss 
^he  keeper,  matron,  or  physician,  and  to  supply  vacancies  thus  Dumies  and 
t>r  otherwise  occurring.     They  shall,  on  or  before  the  Monday  supply  vacan- 
>of  the  first  terra  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  in  every  year,  cy 
make  a  report  in  writing  to  said  court,  of  the  state  of  said 
prison.

ARTICLE  ir. — KE£PBR  XND  HIS  DUTIES^ 

The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution^  and  not 
'absent  himself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  two  of  the 
inspectors  in  writing.  He  shall  visit  every  cell  and  apartment, 
and  see  and  inspect  the  condition  ef  every  person  confined 
mnder  his  care,  aft  least  twice  every  day^  and  oftener,  if  practi- 
cable, and  when  visiling  the  departments  of  the  females,  shaQ 
be  attended  by  the  matron.  He  shall  keep  a  journal,  in  which

The  matron  shall  r^m&e  in  the*  prison  or  institotibn,  anrJ  nof^ 
absent  herself  for  a  night,  withottt  the  consent  of  tbe^  keeper 
and  two  of  the  inspectors  in  writing.  Sttie  shaQ  visit  every 
cell  and  apartment  occupied  by  the  females,  and  see  and  in* 
spect  the  condition  of  every  female  prisoner,  at  least  twice* 
every  day.

The  underkeepers  shall  see  and  inspect  the*  condition  of 
every  person  committed  to  their  care,  at  least  three  times  in 
every  day,  and  oftener  if  directed.  They  shall  see  that  aU 
meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  according  to  the- 
prison  allowance,  and  superintend,  under  l^e  general  direction 
of  the  keeper,  the  work  of  such  as  are  employed.  They  shall 
five  immediate  notice  to  the  keeper,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the 
physician,  whenever  any  person  confined  shall  comj^ain  of 
such  illness  as  to  require  medical  aid.  The  undereeepers 
sha]l  each  have  a  certain  number  of  the  persons  confined,  as- 
signed to  his  caref  shall  make  daily  report  to  the  keeper,  of 
their  health  and  conduct,  and  shall  not  be  present  wh^i  the 
keeper  or  any  of  the  inspectors  vish  the  persons  confined  un- 
der his  particular  care,  unless  thereto  required  by  them.

The  physician  shidi  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  orery  fbrC^ 
Bight,  and  oftener  if  the  state  of  bS*  »  her  bsalth  t«i^ii^  it. 
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and  report  in  writing  once  quarter  yearly  to  the  inspectors. 
He  shall  attend  immediately,  on  notice  from  the  keeper  that 
any  prisoner  is  sick,  prescribe  and  administer  to  their  need. 
He  shall,  on  the  reception  of  an^"  person  into  the  prison  as  i 
convict,  if  present,  or  if  not,  at  his  next  visit,  examine  the 
state  of  his  or  her  health.  He  shall  direct  the  diet  of  those 
under  his  care,  as  well  as  all  such  other  maUers,  as  in  his 
judgment  will  best  promote  the  health,  convenience  and  com* 
fort  of  the  sick* 

^ARTICLB  VI. — TRSATMBNT  OF  CONVICTS. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict,  he  or  she  shall  be  examined 
by  the  keeper,  in  the  presence  of  any  of  the  inspectors  who 
may  be  present,  and  of  the  nnderkeepere  who  can  conveniently 
attend,  of  his  or  her  name,  parentage,  alleged  place  of  nativity, 
profession,  trade  or  occupation,  complexion,  color  of  hair, 
eyes,  height,  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet,  accurately  measured ; 
all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record,  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  other  natural  or  accidental 
marks,  or  peculiarity  of  feature  or  appearance,  as«  may  serve 
to  identify  the  person,  and  if  the  convict  can  write,  shall  Writa 
his  or  her  signature  to  the  description  of  his  or  her  person. 
He  or  she  shall  then  be  examined  by  the  physician,  if  present, 
of  his  or  her  health,  then  be  stripped  of  all  money,  effects  and 
clothes  on  their  person ;  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record, 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  kept,  pre- 
served and  delivered  as  herein  provided  for.     He  or  she  shall 
then  be  bathed,  cleaned,  and  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the  pri- 
son, and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or  her;  the  females, 
if  advisable  and  practicable,  in  the  second  story  of  the  prison, 
numerically  designed,  by  which  he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be 
known  during  his  or  her  imprisonment.     No  convict  shall  be 
allowed  the  use  of  tobacco  or  ardent  spirits  in  any  form,  unless 
under  the  special  direction  of  the  attending  physician,  or  be 
permitted  to  receive  any  thing  but  the  prison  allowance ;  and 
any  person  who  shall  supply  or  attempt  to  supply  any  convict, 
with  any  article  by  this  clause  forbidden,  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  if  an  officer  or  keeper,  be  dismissed.     No  convict 
shall  be  discharged  while  laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease, 
although  entitled  thereto,  unless  by  their  own  desire. 

The  uniform  of  the  male  convicts,  shall  be  a  jacket  and 
trowsers  of  cloth,  or  other  warm  stuff,  for  the  winter,  and 
lighter  materials  for  the  summer,  the  form  and  color  shall  be 
determined,  and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  the  female 
eonyicts  in  summer  and  winter,  fixed  on  as  is  hereinbefore 
provided  for.  Two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  to  each 
^nvict  every  week  in  summer,  and  one  in  wmter.    Whca  n 
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convict  shall  be  discharged  by  the  expiration  of  his  or  her  terni 
of  imprisonment,  or  by  pardon,  the  clothes  belonging  to  the 
prison  shall  be  taken  oft*,  and  those  belonging  to  the  convict 
tetX  )red,  togithei*  with  any  money  ot  effects  taken  from  him  or 
her,  at  the  time  of  reception  into  prison,  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
\\ed  for.  If  he  or  she  shall  not  possess  any  money  or  suitable 
Hilothing,  the  inspectors  shall  provide  them  with  what  in  their 
judgement  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and

ARTICLE   V«.— -TREATMENT  OF    PLtSONERS,  DEBTORS   EXCEPTED. 

.    On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  m  the 
prison,  committed  to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be 
tjxamined  by  the  teeper,  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  or  other 
person  delivering  said  prisoner,  any  of  the  inspectors  who 
may  be  present,  and  of  the  uiiderkeepers  who  can  conveniently 
attend,  and  deprived  of  all  money  or  effects,  clothing  excepted, 
on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  money  and  effects  shall 
be  kept,  preserved  and  delivered,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 
Said  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  keeper,  and  attested  by  the 
aforenamed  persons,  who  may  be  present  at  the  examination 
•and  deprivation  of  him  or  her  as  aforesaid.     He  or  she  shall 
ihen,  if  necessary,  be  bathed  and  cleaned,  and  conducted  to  the 
cell  assigned  him  or  her;  the  females,  if  advisable  and  practi- 
t^able,  in  the  second  story  of  the  prison,  numerically  designa'- 
ted,  by  which  he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be  known  during  his 
or  her  imprisonment.     They  shall  be  provided,  when  in  the 
opinion  of  the  inspectors  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with 
suitable  clothing,  to  be  worn  while  in  prison.     They  shall  be 
subject  to  such  rules  as  the  inspectors  may  adopt,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  preservation  of  cleanliness^ 
decorum  and  order  in  the  cells,  among  the  prisoners,  and  may 
be  punished  by  closer  confinement  and  deprivation  of  food, 
until  obedience   is  submitted  to«     No  prisoner  shalL  be  dis 
charged  while  laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  although 
entitled  thereto,  unless  by  their  own  desire.     Two  changes  of 
linen  shall  be  furnished  to  each  prisoner  every  week,  in  sum- 
mer, and  one  in  winter.     When  a  prisoner  shall  be  discharged 
from  imprisonment,  the  money  and  effects  of  which  he  or  she 
was  deprived  when  received  into  prison,  shall  be  restored,  as 
herein  provided  for:  Provided  Aot^evcr,  Ihat  such  persons 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  labor,  unless  at  their  own  desire ; 
and  should  any  desire  it,  he  or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble, be  put  to  such  labor  as  may  be  in  practice  in  said  prison; 
and  in  case  of  acquittal  on  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  paid  for 
their  labor  by  the  inspectors,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  prison, 
^uch  sum  as  the  inspectors  of  said  prison  shall  adjudge  he^  of 
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she  is  in  equity  entitled  to :  Provided  aUo^  That  any  such 
person  shall,  at  his  or  her  own  expense,  have  the  privilege  bf 
books  to  read  and  materials  to  write,  subject,  nevertheless,  to 
such  restrictions  as  the  inspectors  may  t  nact,  by  rules  to  be 
made  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  VIII. ^TREATMENT  OF  DEBTORS. 

On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  for  debt, 
except  for  fine,  forfeiture,  penalty  or  costs  consequent  on 
any  breach  or  violation  of  law,  or  any  indictable  offence,  he  or 
she  shall  be  confined  in  the  debtor  apartment,  and  kept  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  rela- 
tiou  to  debtors. 

ARTICLE  IX. — VISITORS. 

The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  Governor,  the 
members  of  the  legislature,  ih«  secretary  of  the  commonwealtli, 
the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  president  judges  of  all 
courts  in  the  State,  the  attorney  general,  the  i  resident  and  as- 
sociate judges,  deputy  attorney  general,  grand  juries,  commis- 
sioners, sheriff  and  coroner  cf  the  county  of  Dauphin.  No 
person  who  is  not  an  official  visitor,  or  who  has  not  writteii 
permisision,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  inspectors  may 
adopt  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison,  except 
attorneys  at  law,  who  shall  be'permitted'to  visit  their  clients 
confined  for  trial.  None  but  the  official  visitors,  shall  have 
any  communication  with  the  convicts,  nor  shall  any  visitor 
whatever,  be  permitted  to  deliver  to,  or  receive  from,  any  con- 
vict or  other  person  confined,  any  letter  or  message  whatever, 
or  to  supply  them  with  any  articles  of  any  kind,  excepting 
such  letters  or  messages  to  or  from  persons  con^ned  for  trial, 
as  shall  be  first  submitted  or  communicated  to  the  keeper,  or 
one  of  the  inspectors,  and  by  eithei  approved  of,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Any  visitor  who  shall  dis- 
cover any  abuse,  infraction  of  law,  or  oppression,  shall  imme- 
diately make  the  same  known  to  a  board  of  the  inspectors,  or 
to  the  judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  if  any  of  the  in- 
spectors are  implicated. 

Section  3.  'J'hat  as  soon  as  the  Dauphin  county  prison  Removal  ol' 
shall  be  completed  and  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  prisoners 
the  inspectors  of  the  said  Dauphin  county  prison,  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  take  charge  of  said  prison,  and  there- 
upon issue  their  order  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  same, 
commanding  the  said  sheriff  forthwith  to  remove  to  said 
prisoiiy  and  deliver  to  the  keeper  thereof,  all  persons,  debtors 
excepledy  who  shall  then  be  confined  in  the  old  jail,  or  in  any 
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Other  place  or  county  jail,  designated,  for  the  time  being,  the 
jail  of  Dauphin  county ;  debtors  who  may  be  in  confinement 
as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  the  authority  and  in  the  manner  afore^ 
said,  be  removed  to  the  debtor  apartment,  so  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  completed  and  prepared  for  their  reception.  They 
Apartments  g^all  each  be  confined  in  the  respective  apartment  designed 
f»r  them,  and  therein  undergo  their  respective  sentences  or 
terms  of  imprisonment,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  there- 
to, until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  sentence  or  im- 
prisonment, and  until  they  be  otherwise  legally  discharged. 

Section  4.  Every  person  who  shall,  Mter  the  passing  of 
tliis  act,  be  convicted,  in  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in 
the  county  of  Dauphin,  of  any  crime,  the  punishment  of  which 
would  be  imprisonment  in  the  county  prison,  or  in  the  State 
penitentiary,  for  a  period  of  time  not  exceeding  three  years, 
shall  be  sentenced  by  the  proper  court  to  undergo  punishment 
in  the  Dauphin  county  prison,  by  separate  confinement,  at 
labor,  for  and  during  the  term  of  his  or  her  sentence,  and  shall 
therein  be  kept,  fed,  clothed,  treated  and  governed,  as  is  in 
this  act  provided  for,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  be  detained  and 
confined  in  the  jail  of  Dauphin  county,  or  in  any  other  place 
or  county  jail,  designated,  for  the  time  being,  as  the  jail  of 
Dauphin  county,  until  a  sufficient  number  of  cells  shall  be 
completed  and  prepared  in  the  Dauphin  county  prison  to  en- 
able the  inspectors  thereof  conveniently  to  receive  said  crimi- 
nals. '  Provided^  That  under  the  laws  then  in  force,  separate 
or  solitary  confinement  at  labor  shall  be  the  punishment  to  be 
inflicted. 

Section  5.  Every  person  who  shall,  after  the  completion 
of  the  Dauphin  county  prison,  be  convicted  according  to  the 
existing  or  any  future  laws,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  county  of  Dauphin,  as  a  vagrant  or  disorderly  person,  shall 
be  sentenced  by  such  justice  to  undergo  confinement  in  the 
Dauphin  county  prison,  by  separate  confinement,  at  labor,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  one  month,  and  shall  therein  be  kept,  fed, 
treate<i  and  governed  as  is  in  this   act  provided  for  criminals. 

Proviso  Provided  nevertheless,  That  the  inspectors  of  said  Dauphin 

county  prison,  shall  at  all  times  have  power  to  discharge  any 
vagrant  or  disorderly  person,  or  send  such  vagrant  to  "  the 
house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Dauphin,"  there  to  be 
dealt  with  by  *'the  directors  of  the  poor  having  charge  of  said 
-  Iiouso  of  employment,"  according  to  the  proiisions  of  the 
several  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  said  house  of  employment. 
Kectiot  6.  Prom  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  no  in- 

Ifjquests  quest  shall  be  held  on  the  bodjT  of  any  person  who  may  die 
during  his  or  her  confinement  in  the  Dauphin  county  prison, 
unless  the  coroner  of  the  county  of  Dauphin  be  thereto  re- 
quired by  the  inspectors  of  said  prison,  except  in  eases  of 
murder,  suicide,  manslaughte  ror  death  caused  by  cai^nalties  ; 
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cmd  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attending  physician  of  said 
(prison  to  certify  to  the  inspectors  thereof^  the  name  and  age 
of  every  person  who  may  die  in  said  prison,  together  with  the 
disease  or  cause  of  death  df  such  person,  so  far  as  he  can  as- 
certain the  same,  which  certificate  the  inspectors  of  said  prison 
shall  cause  to  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  to  be  by  them 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  original  shall  by  them  be  de- 
livered to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  to  be  by 
him  filed  in  his  office  for  the  inspection  of  all  interested.     The         * 
inspectors  of  said  prison  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  here- 
by directed  and  required,  unless  where  the  friends  or  rela- 
tives of  the  deceased  will  take  charge  of  the  body,  to  have  Interment! 
such  deceased  person  interred  in  a  piece  of  ground  to  be  by 
them  selected  and  enclosed  as  a  burial  ground  for  bodies  of 
person  as  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  eighth  of  an  acre, 
which  ground  shall  be  selected  for  that  purpose  from  the  farm 
or  tract  of  land  whereon  is  erected  the  present  county  poor- 
hoase,  or  *'  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Dauphin," 
which  piece  of  ground  shall  also  be  the  place  of  interment  of 
the  bodies  of  all  persons  who  may  hereafter  suffer  death  in 
the  county  of  Dauphin  by  capital  punishment. 

Section  7.  'J'he  board  of  inspectors  of  the  Dauphin  county  t)-  u  r 
prison  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  discharge  prfTOneri*  ^ 
from  prison,  without  the  delay  and  expense  of  any  proceeding 
under  the  insolvent  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  every  con- 
vict who  shall  have  served  out  the  term  oi  imprisonment  at 
labor  to  which  such  convict  now  has  been  or  hereafter  may 
be  sentenced,  notwithstanding  such  convict  shall  not  have 
paid  the  costs  of  prosecution,  fine  to  the  Commonwealth,  or 
restored  the  property  stolen  or  paid  the  value  thereof,  if  in 
the  opinion  of  said  board  of  inspectors,  such  convict  is  unable 
to  pay  or  restore  the  same.  Provided  alicmjs,  That  such  Provito 
discharge  shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  public  officers  or  any  person  interested  in  the 
payment  or  restitution  aforesaid,  to  proceed  by  action  to  re- 
cover th^  amount  from  the  property  of  such  convict.  But  no 
such  discharge  shall  be  allowed  or  granted  by  said  board  of 
inspectors  until  such  convict  shall  have  exhibited  to  them,  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  duplicate  schedules  of  all  his  or  her  pro- 
perty, real,  personal  or  mixed,  to  which  he  or  she  is  in  any 
manner  entitled,  as  far  as  he  or  she  can  ascertain  the  same, 
one  of  which  schedules  or  lists  of  property  shall  be  by  said 
inspectors  filed  and  preserved  with  the  papers  of  the  prison, 
and  the  other  forthwith  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
oyer  and  terminer,  or  quarter  sessions,  as  the  case  may  be, 
of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office 
with  the  other  papers  relating  to  the  case.

ed with  such  sale,  or  derive  any  emolumetit  from  such  sale  or 
contract,  nor  shall  they  or  either  or  any  of  them  extend  to  any 
person  confined  in  said  prison,  any  favor,  lenity  or  mitigation 
of  punisliment,  or  inflict  any  punishment  not  authorized  by 
this  act,  or  by  any  subsequent  act  that  may  be  passed,  or  the 
rules  to  be  made  by  the  inspectors  in  accordance  therewith, 
and  any  violation  of  this  law,  or  any  subsequent  act  relative 
to  said  prison,  shall  be  considered  and  adjudged  a  misdemea- 
nor, and  on  conviction  for  any  such  offence  before  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  Ae  person  so  offend-

He  shall  once  in  each  year  state  his  accounts  and  produce  his 
vouchers,  which,  after  examination  by  the  inspectors,  shall  by 
them  be  laid  before  the  county  auditors  for  settlement,  and  be 
acted  and  reported  on  as  accounts  of  county  officers  are  by 
law  authorized  to  be  settled,  and  shall  be  subject  to  like  ap- 
peal, issue  and  judgment,  which  account,  when  so  settled,  the 
inspectors  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  a  manner  similar  to

Whereas,  By  an  act  passed  the  third  day  of  March,. Anno 
Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  entitled 
an  act  to  incorporate  the  Pittsburg  and  Steubenville  turnpike 
company  to  construct  a  road  from  the  city  of  Pittsburg  to  the  Preamble 
state  line,  in  the  direction  of  Steubenville,  a  distance  of  thirty 
miles,  to  be  graded  so  that  in  no  place  it  shall  be  steeper  than 
tn  angle  of  five  degrees  with  the  horizon.  The  road  has 
been  made  its  whole  distance,  but  owing  to  injudicious  loca- 
tion the  road  passes  over  a  number  of  hUls  in  its  route  which 
ftave  not  been  brought  down  to  the  grade  prescribed  by  the  ^

found  necessary,  and  shall  cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  feet  in  width,  and  shall  cause  at  least  eighteen  feet 
of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of  wood,  stone,  gravel, 
or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  such  as  the  nature  of 
the  ground  may  require  and  will  afford,  to  be  constructed  in 
such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface,  and  so  nearly  level 
in  its  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise  or  fall  more  than 
will  form  an  angle  of  four  and  a  half  degrees  from  a  horizontal 
line :  Provided,  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  president 
and  managers,  any  part  of  the  ground  on  the  route  of  said  road, 
shall  be  so  hard  and  compact  as  to  make  a  good  road,  without 
any  covering  of  wood,  gravel,  stone,  slate,  or  other  hard  sub- 
stance, the  said  president  and  managers  are  hereby  authorized 
to  construct  such  part  of  said  road  without  any  such  covering, 
and  shall  forever  thereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in 
good  order  and  repair. 

Section  12.  Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  fin- 
ished the  said  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to 
the  (Jovemor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three 
skilful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  exam- 
me  the  same,  report  on  oath  or  afilirmation  to  him  whether  the 
said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike 
manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;

Section  13.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  manner 
aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such 
and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  (hey  shall  think  proper,  to  col- 
lect and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
using  the  said  road,  the  toll  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned, 
and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading,  or  driving  any  horses, 
cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coaches,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise, 
phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  train,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  other  carriage 
of  burden  or  pleasure  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpikes, 
until  they  shall  respectively  have  paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say : 
for  every  four  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road  completed  and 
licensed  as  aforesaid  the  following  sums  of  money,  and  so  in

cents ;  f  jr  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with  four 
horses,  twenty»five  cents ;  for  every  othercarriage  of  pleasure, 
under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums,  according  to 
ihe  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ;  for  every 
utage  wagon  with  two  horses,  twelve  cents,  and  for  every  such 
wagon  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every  sleigh,  four 
cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same,  and  for  every  sled, 
three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for  every 
cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches, 
six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;

the  president  and  each  director  of  the  said  company  in  office 
at  the  time  of  making  such  dividend  hereby  prohibited,  shall 
be  deemed  as  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  or  they  shall,  at 
ihe  time  of  making  and  declaring  the  same,  be  absent  from  the 
board  of  directors,  or  if  present,  shall  immediately  enter  his 
or  their  protest  or  protests  on  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and 
also  give  notice  thereof  in  two  or  more  newspapers  published 
in  said  city.  Provided^  That  every  regulation  which  the  Proviso 
board  of  directors,  with  the  consent  or  by  the  direction  of  a 
majority  of  the  stockholders,  may  make  in  regard  to  declaring 
of  dividends,  and  the  accumulation  or  diminution  of  the  funds

If  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  to  the  legisla- 
ture, that  the  said  company  has  abused  or  misused  any  of  the 
privileges  hereby  granted,  the  power  to  repeal  this  act  shall 
in  no  wise  be  denied  or  impaired;  but  such  repeal  shall  in  no 
wise  effect  the  engagements  to  which  said  company  may 
have  become  a  party  previously  thereto,  nor  shall  it  be  done 
in  such  manner  as  to  do  injustice  to  the  corporators.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  emd  House  of 
Represtntativee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au* 
thority  of  the  snmCj  That  the  town  of  Gaysport,  in  the 
county  of  Huntingdon,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected 
into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  Gaysport,  and  shall  be 
comprised  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning 
at  a  post  at  the  river  below  the  dam  ^thenee  by  landof  Thoma» 
Jackson  south  seventy  degress,  west  one  hundred  and  twelve 
perches,  to  a  post  at  the  mouth  of  Reigart's  lane ;  thence  by  land 
of  Thomas  Jackson  north  forty-four  degress,  west  ninety- 
eight  perches,  to  a  post  on  the  side  of  the  lull ;  thence  by  other 
land  of  Thomas  Jackson  north  twenty  degrees,  east  fifty-four 

Jerches,  to  a  post  beside  the  turnpike ;  thence  by  land  of 
ames  A.  M'Cahen,  north  sixty-four  degrees,  east  thirty-five 
perches  to  the  river ;  thence  by  the  courses  and  distances  of 
the  river,  down  to  the  place  of  beginning,  including  the  whole 
town  of  Gaysport. 

Section  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  enti- 
tled to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislature,  who  have  resided 
in  the  said  borough  three  months  previous  to  such  election,  to 
meet  at  the  school  house,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March,  in 
every  year,  except  the  first  year,  when  they  shalj  meet  on

of  the  town  council  shall  advertise  and  hold  an  election  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  to  supply  such  vacancy,  giving  at  least  ten 
days  notice  thereof,  by  advertisements  set  up  at  four  of  the 
most  public  places  in  the  said  borough.

Section  5.  The  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  before  one  of  the  associate  judges  or  justice  of

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hep- 
resentativea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Ausembiy  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next  the 
proTisions  of  the  act  passed  the  twenty-third  day  of  March,  ^^f*"?/^'* 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  aaad  thirty-nine,  entitled  an  act  to  ^ercer^co 
establish  a  district  court  in  the  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford  and 
Venanffo,  shall  be  extended  to  the  county  of  Mercer,  as  fully 
and  emotually  as  if  the  said  county  had  been  named  and  em- 
braced in  said  act,  and  all  the  provisions  thereof  expressly 
applied  to  said  county.

To  autborixe  the  Governor  to  Incorporate  a  Company  for  erectiiiff  a 
Bridge  and  Railroad  over  the  River  Susquehanna,  at  or  near  the  Mouth 
of  the  Sbickshinny  Creek,  in  &e  county  of  Luzerne. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hep' 
renentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
0^  the  same,'  That  Eli  K.  Price  and  Edward  L.  Gary,  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  Lewis  S.  Coryell,  of  New  Hope^  and 
Com'i  ion'm -^^^^^^  Beach,  Andrew  Beaamont,  George  M.  HoUenbacky 
George  W.  Woodward  and  Henry  Colt,  of  Luzerne  county, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  do  and 
perform  the  several  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to 
say :  they  shall  and  may,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  Aq- 
gust  next,  procure  at  least  two  books,  and  'therein  enter  as  fol- 
lows :  "  We  whose  names  are  hereunto  silbscriSed,  do  promise 
rorm  of  sub-  to  pay  to  the  president,  managers  arid  company,  for  erecting

newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  one  printed  in 
Wilkesbarre,  and  one  printed  in  Berwick,  for  one  calendar 
month  at  least,  of  the  times  and  places  in  the  city  of  Philadel*^ 
phia  and  borough  of  Wilkesbarre,  when  and  where  the  said 
books  shall  be  opened  .to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  of  the 
said  company,  at  which  respective  times  and  places,  some  one 
of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and  shall  permit  all 
persons  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  which 
shall  for  that  purpose  be  kept  open  at  least  six  hours  in  every

subscribers  of  more  shares  than  one,  such  proportion  of  the 
shares  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  as  will  leave  every 
person  one  or  more  shares ;  but  if,  after  any  of  the  said  books 
shall  have  been  opened,  at  any  of  the  respective  places  afore- 
said, for  the  space  of  three  calendar  months,  the  whole  number 
of  shares  to  the  said  places  hereinbefore  respectively  allotted, 
shall  not  have  been  subscribed,  the  said  book  or  books  may  be 
respectively  transferred  to  any  other  of  the  said  places,  and 
there  kept  open  a4  aforesaid,  until  the  said  subscriptions  shall 
be  full  as  aforesaid ;  public  notice  being  given  thereof,  at  the 
places  whence  and  whereto  the  s^d  book  or  books  shall  be 
respectively  transferred :  Provided  always.  That  every  per-  provieo 
son  offering  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in  his  own  name  or 
in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  shall  previously  pay  to  the  ^5  ^^^  ^^ 
attending  commissioner  or  commissioners,  five  dollars  for  gubgcTibing 
every  share  to  be  subscribed,  out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed 
the  expenses  attending  the  taking  of  such  subscriptions,  and 
other  incidental  charges,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be 
organized,  and  the  officers  chosen,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  when  twenty  persons  or  more,  shall  have

subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time. 
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then  abo  Aofie  who  shall  afterwards  jnthscribe  to  the  nmibeis 
aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "the  president,  manages

for  the  distance  of  not  exceeding  four  miles,  and  of  purchasing, 
taking  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns, 
in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  convenient  to  them  ip  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and 
the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  at  their  pleasure,  and  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and 
thing  \i-hich  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  five  persons  first  named  in  the  said 
letters  patent,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  seal- 
ing and  issuing  the  same,  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the 
public  newspapers  printed  in  Philadelphia,  and  also  one 
or  more  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  borough  of 
WUkesbarre,  of  a  time  and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,  not 
less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  issuing  the  first  notice, 
at  which  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to

Sbction  10.  That  the  corporation  hereby  intended  to  be 
erected,  shajj  embrace  wifliin  its  privileges  and  franchises,  the"?'^®''  *** 
right  to  mine  and  transport  on  the  said  railroad,  coal  and  other        ' 
articles,  and  to  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  rights,   privileges^

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coaly  or  other  materials  to  market,  and  to  hcdd  eoal  lands,  not 
exeeding  two  thousand  acres,  depots,  and  all  appurtenances 
necessary  for  the  transportation  of  coal  or  other  articles  to 
market,  or  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the  husiness  of  said 
company :  Provided^  The  property  so  held  by  the*  corpora- 
tion, independent  of  the  said  bridge  and  railroad,  shall  not 
exceed  forty  thousand  dollars. 

SectioK  11.  'J'hat  when  a  good  and  complete  bridge  and 
railroad  is  erected  over  the  said  river  Susquehanna,  at  the  place 
aforesaid,  (or  if  the  said  bridge  be  erected  without  a  railroad) 
the  property  of  the  same  shaU  be  vested  in  the  said  company 
as  aforesaid,  and  also  all  other  property  held  or  purchased  by 
said  company,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  their  successors  and 
assigns  forever ;  and  the  said  company,  their  successors,  and 
assigns,  may  demand  and  receive  toll  from  travellers  and 
others,  passing  said  bridge,  agreeably  to  the  following  rates, 
viz :  for  every  coach,  landau,  chariot,  phaeton,  or  other  pleasu- 
rable carriage,  with  four  wheels,  drawn  by  four  horses,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  the  same 
carriages,  with  two  horses,  the  sum  of  sixty-two  cents ;  for 
every  wagon  with  four  horses,  the  sum  of  seventy  five  cents ; 
and.  for  every  carriage  of  the  same  description,  drawn  by  two 
horses,  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  cents ;  for  every  chaise^  riding 
chair,  gig,  sulkey,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage,  or  sleigh, 
or  sled,  with  two  horses,  the  sum  of  thirty-one  cents ;  and  for 
the  same  with  one  horse,  twenty  cents ;  for  a  single  horse  and 
rider,  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents ;  and  for  every  led 
horse,  or  mule,  the  sum  of  six  cents ;  for  every  foot  passenger,  the 
sum  of  three  cents ;  for  every  head  of  homed  and  muley  cattle, 
the  sum  of  two  cents ;  for  every  sheep  or  swine,  the  sum  of  one 
cent:  Provided^  That  the  bridge  shall  in  no  wise  injure,  stop, 
or  interrupt  the  navigation  of  said  river,  or  prevent  boats  from 
crossing,  or  persons  from  fording  the  said  river :  Provided^ 
That  in  fixing  the  toll  of  carriages,  drawn  partly  by  horses, 
or  mules,  and  partly  by  oxen,  or  wholly  by  oxen,  two  oxen 
shall  be  estimated  equal  to  one  horse  or  mule,  but  mules  shall 
be  estimated  as  horses  in  all  cases. 

Section  12.  That  if  the  said  company,  their  successors,  or 
assigns,  or  whoever  shall  own  or  possess  the  said  bridge  and 
railroad,  shall  collect,,  or  demand  any  greater  rates  or  prices, 
for  the  passing  over  the  said  bridge,  than  what  is  herein  before 
prescribed  and  specifiecl,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said 
bridge  in  good  repair,  he,  she,  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  for 
every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
one  moiety  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  person  who  may  sue 
for  the  same,  and  the  other  moiety  for  the  support  of  the  poor 
of  the  townships  of  Nescopeck  and  Union,  to  be  equflly  divi- 
ded between  said  townships :  Provided^  1  hat  no  suit  shall  be 
brought  for  the  recovery  of  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  unless 
within  twenty  days  afier  such  offence  shall  have  been  commit- 
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ted:  And  provided^  That  all  raits  or  actions  for  such  forfeiture,  Sd  proviio     • 
shall  be  brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  residing  withia 
the  township  .where  the  ofience  shall  have  been  committed. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  president,  managers,  and  com- 
pany* shall  also  keep  a 'just  and  true  account  of  all  the  moneys  ^^^oU«c*<*» 
received  by  their  several  collectors,  or  receivers  of  tolls  for 
crossing  the  said  bridge,  and  from  all  other  sources  connected 
with  tli^ir  franchises,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend 
of  the  profits  and  income  thereof,  among  all  the  subscribers  to 
the  said  stock  of  the  said  company,  deducting  first  therefrom  all 
contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportion  of  the  said 
income^  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  a  reserved  fund  to 
provide  against  the  decay  and  forjthe  rebuilding  and  re-construc- 
ting of  the  said  Mdge  and  railroad,  and  appurtenances  there- 
nnto  belonging',  and  necessary  for  the  prosecuting  of  the 
business  of  the  company,  and  shall  on  every  first  Monday  of 
February  and  August,  in  every  year,  publish  the  dividend  so 
to  be  made,  of  the  clear  ][Mrofits  thereof,  amongst  the  stockhol- 
ders, and  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  same 
shall  be  paid,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be. paid  accordingly : 
Provided^  That  whenever  any  dividends  shall  be  declared  Dividends  . 
above  six  per  centum  per  annum,  tfie  said  company  shall  pay 
into  the  state  treasury  a  tax  of  eight  per  centum  on  such  divi- 
dend. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  president,  and  managers,  shall 
at  the  end  of  every  third  year,  from  the  date  of  their  patent  of '''"*""']?*  ^'' 
incorporation,  until  three  years  next  af|«r  the  bridge  and  rail-  ^^SSactirt 
road  shall  be  completed,  lay  before  the  general  assembly  o^\^^f\n^ 
this  Commonwealth,  an  abstract  of  their  accounts,  showing  the 
whole  of  the  capital  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said 
work,  and  of  the  income  and  profits  arising  from  the  tolls  and 
transportation  on  said  railroad,  for  and  during  the  said  respec- 
tive period,  together  with  an'^exact  amount  of  the  costs  and 
charges  of  keeping  the  said  bridge  and  railroad  in  repair,  with 
all  other  contingent  costs  and  charges,  to  the  end  that  the  clear 
annual  income  and  profits  thereof,  may  be  ascertained  and 
known;  and  if  at  the  end  of  thiee  years  after  the  said  bridge 
and  railroad  shall  have  been  completed,  it  shall  appear  from  ^

income  of  the  said  company  shall  bear  a  dividend  of  more 

than  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum,  then  the  said  tolls  shall  be 

lessened  by  an  accurate  ratio  as  will  reduce  Ihe  said  dividend 

to  fifteen  per  centum  per  annum ;  but  ikeae  abstracts,  and  the 

graduation  of  the  tolls,  are  to  be  made  in  reference  to  the 

bridge  and  railroad  knmediately  connected  therewith,  that  is, 

that  pari  embraced  within  the  bridge,  and  no  reference  is  to  be 

had  to  the  mining  pf  coal,  or  transporting  the  same  to  market, 

or  to  the  profits  or  losses  pertaining  thereto.

for  tlie  legislature  to  resume  all  and  singular  the  rights,  liber- 
ties and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  said  company,  and  in 
the  meantime,  alter,  amend  or  extend  ihe  act  of  incorporation 
at  any  time  when  the  legislature  may  deem  the  exercise  of 
such  power  just  and  proper.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  eteetion  of  a  House  for  the  Employment  and  Support 

of  the  Poor,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Rep- 
feaentati^es  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Aaeembly  metj  and  it  t>  hereby  enacted oy  the  authority 
of  the  seme,  That  William  Robinson,  jr.,  William  Hays, 
,.  ,  John  Anderson,  Robert  Hilands,  Francis  kams,  James  Espy, 
uomifMonen  jg,^^  Carter,  Robert  Wallace  and  David  Shields,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  conunissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be*  or 
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tbaj^  of  ft  m^(miy  of  them,  if  this  act  shall  be  approved  as  is 
hereinafter  proyided,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  a  site  for 
the  location  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  support  of  the  Te  purchase 
poor,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  and  to  take  a  conveyance  or"** 
conveyances  therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corpo- 
ration erected  in  and  by  this  act ;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  certify  their  proceedings  therein,  under  their  hands 
aoid  seals,  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-        . 
two,  to  be  filed  in  their  office ;  and  at  the  next  general  election  5  ^^" 
thereafter,  the  inhabitants  of  said  county^  qualified  to  vote  for  *'^  " 
members  of  the  legislature,  shall  elect  three  reputable  citizens 
of  said  county,  to  be  directors  of  the  poor  and  house  of  em- 
ployment, for  Allegheny  county,  one  of  whom  shall  serve 
three  years,  one  of  whom  shall  serve  two'years,  and  the  other 
one  year;  and  the  citizens  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
at  each  succeeding  general  election,  elect  one  person  to  serve 
as  director,  for  the  period  of  three  years,  in  room  of  him  whose 
term  of  office  sdiall  then  expire;  aiid  the  return  judges  of  the 
general  election,  shaU,  at  their  meeting  on  the  succeeding  Fri- 
day, cast  up  the  number  of  votes,  and  certify  under  their  hands . 
and^  seals,  the  names  of  the  directors  so  chosen,  to  ^le  com- 
missioners of  said  county,  who  shall  file  the  said  certificate  in 
their  office,  uid  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  said  directors  of 
their  election.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Alle- 
gheny county,  to  give  public  notice  of  the  time  of  holding  the 
election  for  the  directors  of  the  house  of  employment,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  he  is  required  to  do  in 
regard  to  other  officers.

county  of  Allegheny,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  by  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  "  the  directors  of  the  poor,  and  of  the  house 
of  employment,  for  the  county  ot  Allegheny,"  and  by  that 
name  shadl,  and  may  receive,  take,  and  hiAd  any  lands,  tene- 
^ients,  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever, 
of  the  gift,  alienation,  or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons

them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them  bound  out  to 
apprenticeship  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  masters  or 
mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling,  and  shall  at 
all  times,  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the   inspection 
and  free  examination  of  such  visitors  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county,  all  their  books  and  accounts,  together  with  the  rents, 
interests  and  moneys  payable  and  receivable  by  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  also  an  account  of  all  sales,  purchases,  dona- 
tions, devises  and  bequests  which  shall  have  been  made  by  or 
to  them. 

Section  6.  As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  be  erected, 
and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices  P*"P«'*-"b'>^ 
shall  be  sent,  signed  bv  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  p^'J^  ^^^^^ 
overseers  of  the  several  townships,  wards  and  boroughs  of  the 
said  county  of  Allegheny,  requiring  them  forthwith  to  bring 
the  poor  of  their  respective  districts  to  the  said  house  of  em- 
ployment, which  order  the  said  overseers  are  hereby  enjoined 
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and  required  to  comply  with  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  cotfta 
of  all  future  maintenance,  except  in  cases  where,  by  reason  of 
sickness  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  any  poor  person  cannot 
be  removed,  in  which  case  the  said  overseers  shall  represent 
the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who,  being'  satis- 
fied of  the  tnith  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said  di- 
rectors, and  at  the  same  time  issue  an  order  under  his  hand 
and  seal  to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such 
poor  person  until  such  time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation 
to  be  removed,  and  then  convey  the  said  pauper  and  deliver 
him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of  the  said  house  of  em- 
ployment, together  with  the  said  order,  and  the  charge  and 
expense  of  such  temporary  relief  and  of  such  removal  shall  be 
paid  by  the  said  directors,  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  7.  The  said  directors  of  the  house  of  employment 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive,  provide  for  and  employ,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  menning  of  this  act,  all  such 
poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  found,  after  due  and 
careful  examination,  to  be  entitled  to  relief,  or  shall  have  gain- 
ed a  legal  settlement  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  and  the  said 
directors  and  their  successors  in  office  are  hereby  authorized 
to  administer  tlie  necessary  oaths  or  affirmations  to  paupers 
or  other  persons,  in  the  examination  into  the  place  of  their 
last  legal  settlement,  and  to  issue  the  necessary  process  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses ;  and  in  case  it  shall  appear 
that  any  pauper  thus  examined  shall  not  be  entitled  to  relief 
in  said  house  of  employment,  and  is  unable  to  provide  for  him 
or  herself,  said  directors  shall  cause  such  pauper  to  be  re- 
moved to  the  county  or  district  in  which  he  or  she  shall  have 
gained  a  legal  settlement,  or  from  which  he  or  she  shall' be 
entitled  to  relief;  and  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  the  neces- 
sary temporary  relief,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  or  district 
from  which  the  said  pauper  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  and  the 
said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to  collect  the  same 
agreeably  to  the  act  of  assembly  made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
in  the  several  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  that  the 
said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to  discharge  from  the 
said  house  of  employment,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  every 
pauper  whom  they  shall  deem  to  possess  sufficient  mental  and 
bodily  ability  to  take  care  of  him  or  herself,  and  to  provide  for 
his  or  her  maintenance  ;  but  such  pauper  so  discharged  may, 
at  any  time  thereafter,  be  re-admitted  in  the  manner  by  this 
act  directed.

Provided,  'Chat  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  Proviso 
this  or  any  of  the  other  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  And  provided  «d90,  That  the  same  shall  not  have  anv  ^  provwe 
force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  for  the  time  beings  of  the  county  of  Al- 
legheny, and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  sarne^ 

Section  9.  A  quorum  of  said  directors  shall  and  they  are  ^ 
hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  em-^^!J^ 
ployment  at  least  once  m  every  month,  and  visit  the  apart- 
tnents,  and  see  that  the  poor  are  comfortably  supported,  and 
hear  all  complaints,  and  redress,  or  cause  to  be  redressed,  all 
grievances  that  may  happen  from  the  neglect  or  misconduct  of 
any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  Or  otherwise. 

SECTION  10.  The  said  directors  shall  each  receive  one  dol- Q^^pg^gj^j^^ 
lar  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  which  he  shall  necessarily 
spend  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  act. 
Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  amount  to  more  than  forty  Proviso 
dollars  for  the  ^rst  year  for  eacli  director,  nor  to  more  than 
thirty  dollars  each  for  every  subsequent  year.

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  andEbmst  ofRep^ 
Teeentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen" 
erat  Aseemhtymet^and  it  is  here^  enacted  by  the  authority 
</  the  same^  Tkat  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  religiouB 
society  within  th»  Commonwealth,  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  R^ligioui 
and  hold  by  ^t,  grant,  or^^therwise,  lands  for  burying  grounds,  ^}?i^/^ 
erecting  churches,  schools,  and  alms  houses,  for  any  estate  ^^{.jj     '  ^ 
whatsoever:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  ^"    ^^^^ 
shdll  be  constmed  to  permit  any  religious  society,  oi"  «ny  Proviso 
person  in  trust  for  them,  unless  speciidly  authorized  by  its 
charter,  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  or  hold  real  estate,  except 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  So  much  vf  the  act  of  the  sixth  February,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one,  entitled  "*n  »ct  forpj^y^^|.£^jjijgj

to  three  disinterested  persons,  whose  award  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  on  the  parties,  and  if  they  cannot  agree  upon  such 
persons,  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  ciiy  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  on  application  thereto  by  either  party,  shall 
award  a  venire  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county,  to 
summon  a  jury  of  six  judicious  and  disinterested  men  of  the 
said  county,  in  order  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  said  court 
what  damages,  if  any  have  been  sustained,  or  may  be  sustained 
by  the  said  owners  of  such  materials  taken,  or  to  be  taken ;

and  eflfect  as  judgments  in  other  cases:  Provided  nevertheless^ 
That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  within  thirty  days

they  would  have  possessed,  be  invested  with,  and  be  subject 
to,  had  they  been  chosen  under  the  provisions  of  the  second 
section  of  this  act. 

Section  17."  That  the  managers  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  and  receive  one  dollar  and  thirty-three  cents  per  day,  for  ComFcnsati'n 
each  day  they  shall  be  employed  in  the  several  duties  required 
of  them  by  this  act.     And  shall  as  well  theiflselves,  as  the 
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managers  of  the  two  companies  mentioned. as  aforesaid,  be 
subject  to  the  same  fines  and  forfeitures  for  every  neglect  of 
-     .    duty  required  of  them  by  this  act,  as  is  imposed  by  law  on  the 
"^t    f  ^' "managers  of  the  company  of  the  SMDUthem  district  of  the  King- 
ly sessing  meadows.     And  the  treasurer  shall  have  such  compen- 
sation for  liis  services,  as  the  major  part  of  the  managers  cho- 
sen as  aforesaid  shall  deem  just  ai>d  equitable ;  and  in  the  event 
of  his  death  or  resignation,  or  if  from  any  other  -cause  he 
should  be  prevented  from  performing  the  duties  herein  re- 
quired of  him,  the  managers  as  aforeaaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  another'  in  his  stead,  who 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  the  same  as  though  he  had  been 
chosen  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this  act. 

Sectioa^  18,  That  so  much  of  an  act  passed  the  third  day 
Frankstown  of  April,  Anno  Dommihi  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as 
borough  re-  relates  to  the  incorporation  of  the  borough  of  Frankstown,  in 
pealed  ^^Q  county  of  Huntingdon,  be  an(i  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

To  Incorporate  the  President  and  Managers  of  the  Whitcbaren  and  Lau- 
sanne Tuinpike  Road  Company. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  o/Jiep- 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral  Jissemblymet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  Miller  Horton,- Thomas  Morrison,,  of  the 
county  of  Luzerne  ;  George  Fegely,  John  D.  Bauman,  Wil- 
liam H.  Cool,  Samuel  Wolf,  Ephraim  Ladd,  of  the  county  of 
Northampton,  and  John  Rice,  of  the  county  of  Lehigh,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform 
the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say :  tliey 
Form  of  «ub-  shall,  on  or  before  tlie  first  day  of  June  next,  procure  a  book 
tcription  and  enter  as  follows :  We,  whose  naipes  arc  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, do  promise  to  pay  the  president  and  managers  of  the 
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Whitehaven  and  Laus^anne  turnpike  road  company  the  sum  of 
twenty -five  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our 
respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  atsuph 
times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and  managers

and  Northampton,  for  twenty  days  at  least,  of  the  times  and 
places  when  and  where  the  said  book  shall  be  opened  to  re- 
ceive subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company,  at  which 
times  and  places  one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend 
and  permit  and  suffer  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  who   shall     ,     ^^^ 
offer  to  subscribe  in  said  book,  in  their  own  names  or  in  the 
name  cr  names  of  any  other  person  who  shall  duly  authorize 
the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  stock ;  and  the  said 
book  shall  be  kept  open  respectively  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  two  hundred 
shares  therein  subscribed.

nor, by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  State,  . 
to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  ^^  ^^* 
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not  full  at  the  time,  then  those  xrho  shall  ^ftenirardB  subscribe 
to  Hie  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate^ 
N«ine  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  presi- 

dent and  managers  of  the  Whiteharen  and  Lausanne  turnpike 
Toad  company,  and  by  the  same  name,  die  said  subscribers 
Pivnkam  d^'^^  ^'^  perpetual  succession,  and  ^1  the  privileges  and 
fna^SZ^  franchises  incident  to  a  'corporation,  amd  shall  be  capable  ci 
taking  and  holding  the  capital  stock,  and  ^tte  increase  and 
profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  tim%  to  time, 
by  new  subscriptions,  in  siidi  manner  and  form  as  they  shall 
think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessaiy  to 
fulfil  Uie  infcnt  of  this  act,  and  of  the  purchasing,  taking  and 
holding  to  them  and  their  successors  ana  assigns,  and  of  selling, 
transferring  and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,

Section  4.  The  said  company  shall  meet  on  the  first  Mon-

said, and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  be  summoned  by 
the  managers,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  their  by-laws;  at  which  annual  or  special  meetings  they 
shall  have  tull  power  and  authority  to  make,   alter  or  repeal, 


by  a  majority  of  votes,  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  all  such  by-* 
laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  made  as  aforesaid,  and  to 
do  and  perform  any  other  eorporate  act. 

Section  5,  The  president  and  manager*  first  to  be  ehosen 
as  aforesaid  shall  procure  certificates,  to  be  written  or  printed.  Certificate  of 
for  all  the  shares  of  tiie  said  stock  of  the  said  company,  and  *^^^ 
shall  deliver  one  such  certificate,  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersigned  by  the  treasurer  and  sealed  with  the  common 
seal  of  the  said  corporation,  to  each  person,  for  every  share  by 
him  subscribed  and  held,  which  said  stock  shall  be  transfer-  Transferable 
able  at  his  pleasure,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  in  the  presence 
of  the  president  or  treasurer,,  on  the  book  of  said  company ; 
subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due  and  to  become  due 
thereon ;  and  the  assignee  holding  such  stock  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  said  corporation,  and  for  every  certificate  of  stock  by 
him  held  shall  be  entided  to  one  share  of  the  capital  stock, 
and  of  all  the  estates  and  emoluments  of  the  company,  and  to 
vote  as  aforesaid  at  the  meeting  thereof.

after  the  time  so  appointed,  every  such  stockholder  or  his  as- 
signee shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalments  so  called  for,  pay 
at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  per  month  for  delay  of  such  pay- 
ment; and  if  the  same  and  the  said  additional  penalty  shall 
remain  unpaid  for  such  space  of  time  as  that  the  accumulated

The  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at 
such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  ordained  by  their  by-laws, 
and  when  met  three  members  shall  form  a  quorum,  who,  inQuonim 
the  absence  of  the  president,  may  choose  a  chainmm,  and 
shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  transactions  fairly  entered  in  a 
book ;  and  a  quorun^  being  formed,  they  shaU  have  full  power 
and  autlxority  to  appoint  all  such  surveyors,  superintendents  8anreyoT8,diic 
and  other  oflieers  as  they  shall  d^em  necessary  to  carry  on 
their  Intended  works,,  and  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  to  as- 
certain the  times   when,  and  the  manner  and  proportion  in^^^s 
which  the  stockliolders  shall  pay  the  money?  due  on  their  re- 
spective shares  in  order  to  carry  o»  the  work,  to  draw  orders 
on  the  treasurer  for  moneys  necessary  to  pay   the  saLiries  ov 
wajcs  by  them  employed,  and  for  labor  done  and  material 
provided  in  the  proseotction  ol   the  work ;  which  orders  shall 
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be  entered  on  their  book  of  minutes,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  majority  of  the  board* 
and  countersigned  by  their  secretary,  and  generally  to  do  all 
such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  and  the  by- 
laws, rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  company  shall  be 
committed  to  them. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and 
managers  to  cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  sixty  feet  wide,  and  at 
least  sixteen  feet  thereof  to  be  made  an  artificial  road,  bedded 
with  wood,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  substance,  well  compacted 
together,  and  of  sufficient  depth  to  secure  a  solid  foundation  to 
the  same,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm,  and  as  nearly 
as  the  materials  will  admit  of,  an  even  surface,  and  shall  for- 
ever hereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  and  perfect 
order  and  repair,  from  the  town  of  Whitehaven,  in  the  county 
of  Luzerne,  thence  by  a  point  at  or  near  the  Beaver  Meadow 
rail  road,  at  Black  creek,  to  intersect  the  Berwick  turnpike 
road  at  the  town  of  Lausanne,  in  the  county  of  Northampton. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  president 
and  managers,  by  and  with  their  superintendents,  workmen 
and  laborers,  with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons, 
wains,  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draft  or  burden,  to 
enter  upon  the  lands  in,  over,  contiguous  and  near  to  which 
the  route  and  track  of  the  said  intended  road  shall  pass,  first 
giving  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  owners  thereof,  or  their 
representatives,  and  doing  as  litttle  damage  thereto  as  possible, 
and  repairing  any  breeches  they  may  make  in  the  enclosures 
thereof,  and  making  amends  for  any  damages  that  may  be  done 
to  any  improvements  thereon,  and  also  for  the  value  of  the 
materials  by  appraisement  to  be  made  in  the  manner  herein- 
after directed,  or  upon  reasonable  agreement,  if  they  can  agree ; 
if  they  cannot  agree,  then  upon  an  appraisement  to  be  made, 
upon  oath  or  affirmation,  by  three  disinterested  and  reputable 
freeholders,  to  be  mutually  chosen,  whose  award,  or  the  award 
of  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final ;  and  if  either  the  said  presi- 
dent and  managers,  or  the  said  owners,  shall,  upon  due  notice, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  the 
said  damages  may  be  done,  not  interested  on  either  side,  to 
appoint  the  said  freeholders  ; .  and  upon  tender  of  the  value  so 
appraised  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
president  and  managers,  or  for  any  person  or  persons,  by  his 
or  their  direction,  to  dig,  cut  and  take  away,  carry  away,  any 
stone,  gravel,  sand,  timber  or  earth,  then  being  most  conveniently 
situated  for  making  or  repairing  the  said  road.  Provided^ 
That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  any  pro- 
perty by  said  company,  'unless  the  same  be  previously  paid 
for,  or  adequate  security  given  to  the  owner  for  the  payment 
thereof. 
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Section  10.  So  soon  as  the  said  president,  managers  and 
company  shall  have  perfected  the  said  road  from  the  town  of 
Whitehaven  Lausanne,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  thereupon  forth- 
with nomuiate  and  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  view  Licenae 
and  examine  the  same,  and  report  to  him  in  writing  whether 
the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  masterly  and  workman- 
like manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act ;  and  if  their  report  shall,  in  either  case,  be  in  the  affirma- 
tive, then  the  Governor  shall,  by  license,  under  his  hand  and 
the  lesser  seal  of  this  Commonwealth,  permit  and  suffer  the 
said  president,  managers  and  company  to  erect  and  fix  so 
many  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  turnpike  road  as  will  be 
necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  the  toll  and  duties  herein- 
after granted  to  the  said  company  from  all  persons  travelling 
on  the  same  v/ith  horses,  cattle,  carts  and  carriages. 

Section  11.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  manner 
aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such 
and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  col- 
lect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned, 
and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horses, 
cattle,  hogs,  sheep  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phae- 
ton, cart,  wagon,  train,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  other  carriage  of 
burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpike 
until  they  shall  respectively  have  paid  the  same;  that  is  to 
say  ;  for  every  five  miles  in  length  of  the  said  road,  completed 
and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  distance,  or  for  any  greater 
or  lesser   number   gf  sheep,  hogs,    or    cattle,   to    wit:    for 
every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six 
cents;  for  every  s«?ore  of  cattle,  twelve  cents;  for  every  horse 
and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  three  cents ;  for  every  sulkey,  chair, 
or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  six  cents,  and  with 
two  horses,  nine  cents ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or 
dearborn  with   one  horse  and  four  wheels,  nine  cents;   for 
every  coach,  chariot,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two  horses  and 
four  wheels,  twelve   cents;   for  each  of  the  carriages  last 
mentioned,  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every  other 
carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the 
like   sums   according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses 
drawing  the  same;  for  every  stage  wagon  with  two  horses, 
twelve  cents,  and  for  every  such  wagon  with  four  horses, 
twenty  cents ;   for  every  sleigh,  'three  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same;  and  for  every   sled,  two  cents  for  each 
horse  drawing  the    same;    and   for    every    cart   or  wagon 
whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches,  six  and  a  quarter 
cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  for  every  cart  or 
wagon  whose  wheels  shall  execed  four  inches  and  not  exc«ed 
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seven  inches,  four  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same; 
for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be 
more  than  seven  inches  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  and 
beibg  of  the  breadth  of  seven  inches,  shall  roll  nM>re  than  ten 
inches,  three  cen^  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every 
cart  or  wagon,  the  brerdth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more  than 
ten  inches  and  not  exceeding  twelve  inches,  or  being  ten  inches 
shall  roll  more  than  fifteen  inches,  two  cents  for  every  horse 
drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth  of  whose 
wheels  shall  be  more  than  twelve  inches,  two  cents,  for  every 
P     itv  f       horse  drawing  the  same.    And  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
ev^^  pay-  i^epresent  to  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  officers,  that  he, 
mem  she  or  they  have  travelled  a* less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they 

have  actually  travelled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud 
said  company  of  its  toll  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or 
persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
use  of  said  company,  the  sum  of  five  dollars.  And  if  any  toll- 
gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  toll  for  a  greater  distance 
than  the  person  of  whom  such  toll  is  demanded  shall  have 
travelled  along  said  turnpike  road,  or  shall  demand  a  greater 
toll  from  any  person  or  persons,  than  such  toll  gatlierer  is  aii-^ 
thorized  to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  ^M^^- 
gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of-  ten  dollars  for  ewy 
such  offence,  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the 
forfeiture  is  incurred,  to  be  expended  in  repairing  township 
roads  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said  company  shall  be 
responsible.

If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry 
on  the  said  work  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  or  shall  not,  within  three  years  afterwards,  complete  the 
same  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then, 
or  in  either  of  those  cases,  all  and  singular  the  rights,  liberties, 
and  privileges,  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  revert  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

Section  17.  That  if,  at  any  time  after  the  completion  of 
the  said  road,  the  counties  of  Luzerne  and  Northampton,  or

To  incorporate  «The  Grandom  Institution.'* 

Whereas,  Hartt  Grandom,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
deceased,  havin?  devised  and  bequeathed  all  his  estate^  to  the 
executors  named  in  his  last  will,  dated  the  twenty-third  tky  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  by  a  letter 
of  instructions  to  his  executors,  expressed  a  wish  that  they 
should  transfer  to  an  incorporated  or  benerolent  society,  all 
the  ground  rents  he  might  own  at  his  decease,  isnd  other  suita* 
ble  property,  so  as4o  make  the  cle%r.  animal  income  about 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be  an  annual  permanent  fund,  to 
alleviate  the  most  prudent  of  the  poor  (but  not  the  intemperate) 
in  procuring  fuel,  clothing,  and  other  necessaries,,  whi^  such 
persons  want  in  winter,  of  which  only  the  income  should  be 
expended,  and  not  to  be  lessened,  but  to  remain,  to  produce  a 
regular  annual  income  for  said  purpose. 

And  whereas.  The  said  Hartt  Grandom,  further  in  like 
manner  declared,  that  he  had  long  desired  tluit  a  society  were 
established  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  composed  of  discreet 
members,  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  moral  amd  religious  wel- 
fare of  young  men  who  arrive  at  manhood,  and  want  assistance  3d  prMMubU 
to  commence  the  various  vocations  they  have  learned,  and 
whose  paj^ents  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  aid  them,  whereby

of  Luiarne. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rej> 
re^entatives  of  the  CommonweaUh  of  Pennsiflvania  in  Gen' 
eral  •^ssembtt/  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  established,  at 
Union  Centre,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  an  academy  or  pub- 
lic school,  for  the  education  of  youth,  in  the  English  and  other 
languages,  and  in  the  useful  arts,  sciences,  and  literature,  by 
the  name  style  and  title  of  the  Muhlenbnrg  Academy,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  nine  trustees,  who  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  one  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate  indeed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Muhlenburg  Academy,  and  by  the  same  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be

To  provide  Revenue  to  meet  the  demands  on  the  Treasoiy,  and  fur  o;her 

puiposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hep* 
resentatives  of  the  CMnmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen* 
eral  Jisstmbly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authori- 
zed,  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  the.repayment  of  which  the  faith  ^'^  *'**^* 
of  tins  Commonwealth  is  hereby,  pledged,  bearing  an  interest  of'** 
five  per  centum,  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days 
of  January,  and  July,  to  be  redeemed  at  the  end  of  five  years  Redeemable 
Irom  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  eadier,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
legislature,  to  an  .amount  not  exceedijag  in  the  whole  three 
millions  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  negotiated  and 
disposed  of  as  hei^inafter  particularly  provided,  and  to  be.

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Muncy,)  in  Lycoming  county,  to  Meansville,  (now  callect 
Towanda,)  in  Bradford  county,  until  it  shall  be  made  a  good 
wagon  road,  and  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  herein  imposed,  the  said  superrisors  shall  give  and  the 
respective  county  treasurers  are  required  to  take  a  bond  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  penalty  of  which  shall  be 
the  amount  of  unseated  land  tax  assessed  in  that  township, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  the  one-half  of  all 
the  moneys  received  on  account  of  unseated  land  taxes,  to  the 
opening  and  improvement  of  such  part  of  the  said  state  road 
as  lies  within  the  said  township.

Authoriziog  a  Loan. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
the  same :     That  the  Governor   be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  thirty   .°*V  *^''^'^" 
thousand   dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  and  the  faith    of  the  interest 
Commonwealth  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  reimbursement  of 
tlie  principal  within  five  years.     The  interest  to  be  paid  semi- Reimbursable 
annually  on  the  first  day  of  February,  and  first  of  August,  at 
the  state  treasury  or  at  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania.     Tiie  pro- How  applied 
ceeds  of  said  loan  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  stock 
loan  of  nine  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dolhars,  authorized  by 
the  act  of  the  second  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one.  Certificate  of 
and  due  first  of  June  next.     And  the  Governor  is  authorized  ^'°^k 
to  cause  to  be  executed  certificates  of  stock,  signed "  by  the 
auditor  general  and  slate  treasurer,  for  the  sum  thus  borrowed, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  Yranaferable 
reimbursable  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  transferable  by  the 
owner  or  owners  in  the  usual  way;    Provided,    That   the  proviso 
Governor  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  renew  any  portion 
or  all  of  the  loan  then  becoming  due  to  the  holders  thereof,  at 
the  same  rate  of  interest  per  annum,  >and  for  the  same  term 
that  the  original  loan  was  taken. 

Section  2.  The  Governor  be  and   he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  negotiate,  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current '^*°*P°'*'"y 
year,  a  temporary  loan  on  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  ^°"* 
for  «ttch  sum  as  may  be  requiried  to  meet  any  deficiency  there 
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may  be  in  the  internal  improvemeni  fund,  for  the  payment  of 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  upon  the  first  day  of  August  next, 
at  an  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  The 
amount  which  may  be  borrowed  under  this  section,  to  be 
repaid  to  the  lender  or  lenders  within  one  year  from  the  pe- 
riod at  which  the  loan  is  negotiated,  and  authority  is  hereby 
given  to  the  Governor  to  reimburse  the  said  loan  out  of  any 
money  then-  in  the  treasury.

Preamble 


To  confer  on  Elizabeth,  John  and  Henry  M^Guire,  Augustus  Boyle  ana 
Maria  Mayberry,  the  rights  and  benefits  of  children  born  in  lawful 
wedlock,  and  for  other  purposes.  ^ 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  Mary  Jones,  late  of  the  tow  n- 
ship  of  West  Brunswick,  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  lately 
died  intestate,  leaving  a  small  estate  and  five  illegitimate  chil- 
dren, named  Elezabeth  M'Guire,  John  M'Guire,  Henry  M'- 
Guire,  Augustus  Boyle  and  Maria  Mayberry,  some  of  whom 
are  still  in  th^ir  minority,  and  may  become  chargable  to  the 
county  of  Schuylkill  •.  ^nd  whereas.  It  is  just  and  proper  that 
whatever  estate  was  left  by  the  mother,  should  be  appropria- 
ted to  the  support  and  education  of  the  said  children.  There- 
fore, 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hep- 
resentafives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  That  the  said  children  above  named,  shall  be 
Heirs  of  Mary  entitled  to  inherit  in  equal  proportion,  all  and  every  part  of

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  cf 
I^epresentatives  of  the  Cominonv^eaJth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  l^ssembiy  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same.  That  in  addition  to  the  privileges  and 
power  heretofore  granted  by  the  Commonwealth  to  the  Mari- 
etta, Bainbridge,  Falmouth  and  Portsmouth  road  company,  by  M  B  F  &  P 
the  act  of  April  fifth,   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  road  company 
entitled,    »<  An   act  to   incorporate  the   Marietta,  Bainbridge,  empowered  to 
Falmouth  and  Portsmouth  turnpike  road  company,"   and  the  ^^^^^  ^^^ 
supplement  to  the  same,  entitled,  **  a  further  supplement  to 
the  act  entided  an  act  incorporating  the  Marietta,  Bainbridge, 
Falnaouth  and  Portsmouth  turnpike  road  company,"  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  thereof  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  extend  the  same  railroad  from  the  eastern  end  of  the 
borough  of  Marietta  to  the  canal  basin  at  Columbia,  and  shall 
have  full  authority  and  privilege   under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  canal  commissioners,  there  to  unite  the  said

Sbction  2.  That  in  extending  the  said  railroad  from  Mari- 
etta to  Columbia,  and  al«o  iii  the  event  of  extending  the  same 
from  the  contemplated  paint  of  extension  with  the  Portsmouth 
jmd  Harri^butg  railroad  to  Harrisburg,  which  extension  the  ^^J^^J^^  ^  ^^' 
•aid  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  make,  if  such  junction  *^"^  *°"^ 
cannot  be  made  with  the  consent  of  the  Portsmouth  and  Lan- 
caster railroad,  the  said  company  shall  have  like  powers, 
authority  and  privileges  granted  to  them,  and  fliall  be  subject 
tp  the  same  restrictions,  penalties,  fi^es  and  forfeitures  as  are 
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eontained  in  the  second  section  of  the  before  mentioned  sup- 
plement. 

Section  3.  That  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  purchasing  the  aforesaid  road,  together  with  the  exten- 
sions hereby  authorized,  at  any  time  when  a  law  shall  be 
passed  authorizing  the  Governor,  canal  commissioners  or  other 
agents,,  duly  authorized  to  make  such  purchase,  upon  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  that  are  set  forth  in  the  third  section  of 
the  said  last  recited  supplement,  and  so  much  of  said  sec- 
tion as  relates  to  the  time  when  the  Commonwealth  may  pur- 
chase said  road,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
increase  their  capital  by  creating  and  selling  new  shares  of 
stock  to  such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  meet 
their  expenditures  in  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  exten- 
sions, and  shall  complete  the  said  road  with  a  double  track  of 
iron  T  rails,  or  with  such  othor  iron  rails  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  president  of  the  board  of  canal  commissioners,  for  the 
time  being,  and  duly  certiiied  to  the  Governor. 

Section  5.  The  time  for  completing  the  said  road  shall  be 
extended  to  the  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  the  title  of  the  said, company  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  changed  from  that  known  in  its  original  charter,  and 
also  from  that  given  to  it  by  the  supplement  to  the  act  of  incor- 
poration, passed  April  fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  and  shall  hereaftdV  be  known  and  recognised,  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "  Columbia,  Marietta 
and  Portsmouth  railroad  company." 

Section  6.  The  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or 
persons  being  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  bordering  on  the 
said  railroad,  or  adjacent  thereto,  from  making  such  lateral 
railroads  and  from  connecting  them  with  the  said  railroad  from 
their  said  lands,  as  the  said  person  or  persons  may  conceive 
to  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  merchandise, 
stone,  lumber,  produce  or  coal  upon  the.  said  railroad :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  connections  shall  be  constructed  at  such 
places  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  and  the  engineer  of  said 
company :  Provided  further ,  That  such  lateral  railroad  and 
connexions  shall  be  siSbject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  established  by  the  president  and  managers  for  the 
government  thereof:  And  provided.  That  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shatl  be  construed  to  take  away  any  light  which 
may  be  vested  in  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mountjoy  and 
Lancaster  railroad  company :  Provided  further.  That  this 
act  shall  not  take  effect  for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of 
June  next ;  and  if,  in  the  mean  time,  the  Harrisburg,  Ports- 
mouth, MouWtjoy  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  shall 
rsmove  the  flat  bars  now  on  said  road  and  substitute  therefor

That  the  said  treasurer,  secretary  and  trustees 
Notice  of      shall  transact  the  business  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  con- 
election  tinue  in  office  one  year,  or  until  others   shall  be  elected,  and 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  annual  election 
shall  be  given  by  tire  treasurer  or  siecretary,  or  either  of  the 
trestees,  at  least  six  days  previous  to  the  day  fixed  by  tlie 
second  section  of  this  act,  by  advertisemeftts  set  up  in  four  of 
the  most  public  places  in  said  township,  and  in  case  of  death, 
resignation  or  removal  from  the  said  township  of  either  of  the 
said  officers,  the  vacancy  may  be  supplied   by  the   persons 
then  in  office,  until  the  next  annual  election,  as  prescribed  in

When   ten  persons  or  more,  shall  have  sub- 
scribed fifty  shares  of  the  said  stock,  the  said  commissioners  re-  „ 
spectively  may,  or  when  the  whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid, 
shall  be  subscribed,  they  shall  certify,  under  their  hands  and 
seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  number  of  shares 
subscribed  by  each,  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth, 
whereupon  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  by 
letters    patent,    under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state,    to  create  ^®^^®"  P***'"' 
and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full 
at  the  time,  then  those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the 
number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  indeed 
and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title,  of  the  president  and  ^^ 
managers  of  the  Cherry  Ridge  and  East  Sterling  turnpike  road 
company,  and  by  the  said  name,  the  siad  subscribers  shall  p^^^^l^^ 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  privileges   and  franchises  franchise 
incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable   of  taking  and 
holding  the  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to. time  by  new 
subscription,  in  such  manner  and  form    as    they  shall  think 
proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil

appointed  and  authorited  fire  comifiisBioners  therein  named,  *^"*"^ 
who  with  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Common- 
wealth 6f  Peniisyliraiiia,  sbdi  be  attthorired  td  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  .at  such  times

^nd  whereas  J  The  said  act  provides  for  the  ineprporating

SscriON  1.  Se  ii  macttd  by  the  Covncil  and  General 
Jlssembly  of  this  Stale^  and  tt  ia  hereby  enacted  ly  the 
authority  of  the  samc^  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Alexan- 
dria Dekware  bridge  company,  shall  amount  to  tbirtv  thousand 
dollars^  and  may  be  increased  to  forty  thousand  dollars  if  the 

^tf^^  same  shall  become  necessary;  and  the  stock  shall  be  divided 
.  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  the  subscribers  to  the 
said  capitaf  stock  shall  pay  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  the 
share  or  shares  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  at  such 
periods  and  in  such  proportions  as  the  directors  of  the  said 
company  may  determine. 

Section  2.  ^nd  be  it  enacted^  That  Hugh  Capner,  Wil- 

^       .     ,    liam  Case,  senior,  Lewis  M.  Prevost,  Cornelias  Huff,  senior, 
ooiinissio  ro  ^^  William  L.  King,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioiiers  oh  the  part  of  this  State,  who 
with  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  sl^  be  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  said  capital  stock,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  or

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wheeled  carriage,  or  a  sleigh,  or  sled,  with  two  horses,  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  and  one  fourth  cents. 

For  Ae  same  with  one  horse,  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents. 

For  every  single  horse  and  rider,  the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

For  every  led  horse,  or  driven  mule,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

For  every  foot  passenger,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

For  every  head  of  homed  cattle,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

For  every  sheep  or  swine  the  sum  of  half  a  cent. 

Provided^  That  all  persons  going  to,  or  returning  from 
funeralis ;  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  religious  meet- 
ings or  church ;  children  going  to,  or  returning  from  school, 
stutll  pass  free  of  toll. 

Provided  also,  That  in  fixing  the  toll  of  all  carriages, 
drawn  wholly  by  oxen,  or  partly  by  oxen  and  partly  by  horses,  q^^j^  ^^^ 
two  oxen  shall  be  estimated  equsd  to  one  horse ;  and  the  said 
company  shall  so  erect  said  bridge,  as  in  no  wise  to  injure,     .

SscnoN  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Reptesentativee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Geneted  Jissembly  met^  and  it  ia  her  Ay  enacted  by  the 
avihority  of  the  same^  That  from  and  afler  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  when  amj

Section  1 .  Btit  maded  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofBep- 
re$entative8  of  the  CommonweaUh  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Jieaembfy  mets  and  it  i»  hereby  enacted  by  the  anthority 
of  the  eamSf  That  there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  at 
me  city  of  Pittsbmg,  in  the  eounty  of  AUcigheny,  an  insurance 
company  with  a  capital  of  two  hnndred  thousand  dollais,  to 
be  divided  into  shares  oi  fifty  doUats  eadi,  and  subscribed  and 
paid  by  individuals*  eonipanies  or  corporations  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  specified,  which  stockholders  and  subscribers  and 
their  successors  shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
pOfiUa  and  politic,  with  perpiHual  succession,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Penn  insurance  company*  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contractod  with,  of  suing 
flower*  ice  ^°^  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts 
and  plaees,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  hold«  possess,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real 
estate  as  shall  be  necessary  of  convenient  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  or  which  may  be  cottvd3nsd  to  said  company  for 
security,  or  in  payment  of  any  debt  that  may  become  due  or 
owing  to  the  same,  or  in  satic^aetion  of  any  jud|^nent  of  a 
court  of  law,  or  any  order  or  decree  of  a  court  of  equity  in 
•their  favor,  and  the  same  real  estate  to  sell,  convey  and  dis- 
pose of;  and  said  corporation  may  have  and  us^.a  common 
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seal)  aad  the  same  may  chaage,  break,  alter  or  reuew,  at  plea-  9e<il 
sure,  and  also  may  make,  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execu- 
tion such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  By-law* 
be  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  company,  and  for  the 
prudent  and  efficient  management  of  its  affairs;  Provided^ 
The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  2.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have 
power  and  lawful  authority  to  insure  all  kinds  of  property  lasure 
against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  or  any  other  cause  or  risk ; 
to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance  against  loss  or  damage  of  goods, 
merchandise,  or  other  property,  in  the  course  of  transporta- 
tion, by  land,  water  or  otherwise,  and  any  vessels,  boats,  or 
other  water  craft,  where  ever  they  may  be ;  to  make  all  kinds 
of  insurance  upon  life  or  lives ;  to  lend  money  on  bottomry 
or  respondentia;  to  cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against 
any  loss,  damage  or  risk  in  the  course  of  their  business,  and 
generally  to  do  and  perform  all  other  matters  and  things  con- 
nected with  and  proper  to  promote  their  objects. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to 
invest  any  part  of  their  capital  stock,  money,  funds  or  other  ^^^^^  ^u^du 
property  in  any  public  stocks  or  funded  debt,  created  or  to  be 
created  by  or  under  any  laws  of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  same  to  sell,  transfer  or  exchange, 
at  pleasure,  and  again  to  invest  the  same  or  any  part  thereof 
in  such  stocks  or  funds,  or  otherwise,  whenever  and  as  often 
as  said  company  may  deem  it  expedient,  or  they  may  loan 
the  same  tp  individuals  or  corporations,  on  real  or  personal 
security,  or  deposit  the  same  with  any  banking  or  saving 
institution,  with  or  without  interest,  for  such  time,  on  such 
terms  an^  under  such  restrictions  as  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany for  the  time  being  shall  deem  most  expedient. 

Section  4.  That  the  real  and  personal  estate,  business, 
property,  funds  and  prudential  concerns  of  said  company,  and 
the  administration  of  its  affairs,  shall  be  under  direction,  man- 
agement and  control  of  a  board  of  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  Directori 
stockholders  and  residents  within  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
and  after  the  first  election  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  annually,  at  such  hour  ^""■•*****' 
and  place,  within  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  as  the  directors  for  the  ^^^ 
time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  ten  days  notice  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  said  city  shall  be  given,  and  j^tj^e 
they  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  been  chosen ;  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice, 
which  votes  shall  be  received  and  counted,  in  public,  by  and 
under  the  direction  of  three  stockholders,  not  directors  at  the 
time,  to  be  previously  designated  by  the  board  of  directors  for 
that  purpose,  and  at  every  such  election  and  all  meetings  of 
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the  BiocVhcMetE  held  in  pmrsaaiice  of  the  piovirioiis  of  this  aef, 
*eaeh  share  shall  be  entided  to  one  rote,  and  after  the  first 
electioD  no  share  shall  entitle  the  header  thereof  lo  a  vole 
unlesa  the  same  shall  have  been  held  hy  him  for  at  least  three 
calendar  months  previoas  to  the  daj  of  election.  AB  stock' 
holders,  absent  from  any  ineeting,  may  vote  by  proxy,  siieh 
proxy  bemg  a  stockholder,  and  present  at  the  time  of  voting. 
And  in  case  it  should  by  any  means  happen  that  an  election 
should  not  be  holden  on  any  day  required  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  such  cause  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved ;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  com- 
pany to  hold  an  election  on  any  other  day,  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  provide  by  by-law  or  ordinance.

Section  1 .  Beii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bep- 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennnylvania^  in  Gen- 
eral Anstmbly  met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  John  Gillillan;  James  Espy,  Thomas 
Blackmore,  John  Murry,  John  Patterson,  and  Charles  King,  Com'tasionera
